SGT. Jere P. Graham, 39. 

It said the two other guards 
and two. inmates “were killed 
by members of the conspir- 
acy.” . 

Jackson, Drumgo and 'John 
W. Clutchette, • 28, were 1 the 
three* so-called Boiedad Broth- 
ers charged with the/murder 
of a white, guard at Soledad 
Prison in January, 1970. ■
